Service Board Notes 
By W. K. Snyder 


Perennial Sow Thistle — In many 
secuions of this district this weed is 
a problem to control. It is a deep-, 
rooted perennial that grows from 
both seed and root stocks. Some | 
people mistake hawkweed for sow 
| thistle. A sure way to identify sow | 
thistle is by the milky juice which 
Will ooze from the broken stem or the 
torn leaf. The whole plant is full of 
this bitter, milky juice. 
| The plants will grow from 1 to 5 
j}feet in height. Flowers are bright 
yellow, «bout 1': inches in dia- 
meter, This weed produces an ab- 
undance of seed which, together 
With its vigorous root system, makes 
it one of our most aggressive weed 
enemies. Wherever well established 
it can crowd out other crops almost 
completely. 

If left undisturbed the seed will 
ripen before the grain is cut, and 
will be readily carried by the wind 
2,4-D, even this late in the year 
when the plants are full grown, has 
done amazing things, I know of 
|many cases where patches treated 
like We are about to describe, never 
showed up again in succeeding years, 
For small patches use the knapsack 
sprayer, To 3 gallons of water add 
20 ounces of 2,4-D. It isn’t such a 
big jop to treat the patches in this 
way and I am sure that you will be 
amazed at the results. 

Grain can be safely treated after 
heading when the bloom is gone — 
jabout the dough stage. For large 
areas use the field sprayer and plan 
to use about 8 or 10 ounces acid per 
/acre except in oats where 6 ounces is 
| advised. This is much sounder prac- 
| tise than resorting to the scythe or 
mower since you will be achieving 
lasting results,
